Tar Ananda Bazar Patrikd, of the 30th January, observes that the 
mouths of certain Englishmen would seem, as 
it were, to water at the mention of Burmah, 
which is both weak and wealthy. The tempta- 
tion is too strong to be resisted by Englishmen. Is it possible for a nation that 
on pretence of trade first came to India about three hundred years ago, that 
has gradually become master of it and sucked dry its resources to look upon a 
weak neighbour with no covetous and unholy eye? Englishmen would seem 
to think that they were born to conquer the world, and regarding Burmah 
the thought, it would seem, crosses their minds that English capital, English 
perseverance, English morality, and English merchants, are just the things 
that she stands most in need of. These men, however, forget that an 
extension of empire is but a cause of weakness, and that the love of 
territorial aggrandisement is a feeling which is never satisfied. But what are 
the charges brought against Burmah? One of these is that the Burmese are 
an extremely boastful people, and look upon the British Lion with contempt. 
It is said that the Burmese authorities once laughed at the English Envoys 
and otherwise insulted them by directing them to put off their shoes before 
entering the Audience Chamber. The Burmese Court, however, could not 
be justly blamed for this, inasmuch as they had only asked the Envoys of 
the British Government to obey a custom which from time immemorial has 
obtained in the Courts of Asia. The British Government took offence at 
this, forgetting the proverb that ‘every man’s dignity is in his own keeping.” 

But why again did England become so much enraged at this occurrence ? 
Had she never before suffered humiliation at the hands of any other nation? 
Had she not been treated with insult by America, Germany, France and 
Russia? One does not need to go far, even to Europe for proof. Has not 
England been humiliated even in Asia? England has never been able to 
keep an Envoy in Afghanistan, while no recommendation or request made 
by her has ever met with favor in the Court of Persia. Even the inhabi- 
tants of Bokhara and Herat treated England with contempt, and yet 
there was no talk of going to war against them. Why should then the 
poor Burmese be threatened with war for the same fault ? 

The truth is, as long as England continues to meddle with an air of 
authority in the affairs of every State,so long is she doomed to suffer 
humiliation at the hands of petty potentates. And if for purposes of revenge 
she were to figat with every one of these men, there would be but perennial 
war. But she cannot, it might be said, put up with these insults. The 
bitter and humiliating experience of the Afghan war furnishes a reply to 
this objection. Who again would pay the costs of a war with Burmah ? 
Doubtless the people of India, who have not the least interest in the matter. 
The cause of the present misunderstanding between the British and the 
Burmese Governments is alleged to be the violation by the latter of the 
treaty of 1862, which was wrung from the late King by the British Govern- 
ment, By this treaty the Burmese King promised to abandon certain 
monopolies. The promise, however, was never kept, and so the question 
was about to be reopened in 1867 when the death of Lord Mayo 
put it off for an indefinite period. Now, can the present Burmese King 
be charged with having violated a treaty which was wrung from his pre- 
decessor, and which was never, to the knowledge of the British Government, 
acknowledged as binding by him ? 

The British Government is angry with the Burmese King, because 
he, it is alleged, is anxious to create a monopoly in salt. Now, in the matter 
of these monopolies, is the British Government itself free from blame ? 
Does it not itself enjoy a monopoly in salt—a monopoly which enables it to

If the 
order had gone forth for the inclusion in these lists of the Europeans in 
Assam, it would have been indeed amusing to see how few of them could 
have been left out. The present order of the Chief Commissioner has 
extremely pained the people of Assam. Does he not perceive that they 
are making a gradual advancement? The descendants of many of those 
who at one time worked as labourers are now receiving instruction in some

These are (1) the merchants of Manchester, and (2) the 
missionaries. Under the cloak of philanthrophy, both are strenuously endea- 
vouring to accomplish their own selfish purposes. Manchester is anxious 
that her piece-goods should command a most extensive sale in India, and 
for this purpose is agitating for a repeal of the cotton duties. But although 
. this is the object which she has always kept in view, she takes care to 
‘ conceal it, and only prays for a remission of the cotton duties on the ground 
that the adoption of this measure would enable the people of India to 
obtain cloth at cheap rates. Similarly, the missionaries protest energetically 
against the present policy of Government in respect of high education. 
They affect a benevolent concern for the education of the masses, and ask 
that Government should retire from the field of high education, and 
devote its money and attention to the furtherance of primary instruction. 
The true object of these missionaries, of course, is to make converts 
to Christianity—a matter which has been rendered extremely difficult by the 
spread of high education. These men are further agitating against the trade 
carried on by Government in opium. The revenue raised from this source 
is considerable, but the conscience of the missionaries, it would seem, will 
not cease to trouble them until Government abandons this trade in opium. 
It is indeed curious to observe that, while both England and India are being 
deluged with spirituous liquor—a circumstance which may well call for 
protest—these philanthropists are labouring energetically for the reclamation 
of the Chinese.

It is therefore urged that Government should 
concede to the mukhtars the privilege of appearing at the F.. A. examination 
of the University, if they have qualified themselves by studying at home, 
and if they succeed in passing that test, of appearing in the Pieadership 
examination.
